Forecast for Today Expects Unset- 
tled Weather with Rain—No 
Damage Reported from the 
Sleet That Fell Last 
Night. 


Local Forecaster Marbury, after re- 
ceiving reports from a number of the 
stations throughout the country, stated. 
last night that the sleet storm which 
visited Atlanta appeared to be local to 
this section. While the conditions were 
uncertain and damage to wires, telegraph, 
telephone and trolley, might result, the 
conditions as reported from other sta- 
tions favored warmer rather than colder 
temperatures. This would mean that any 
Tain or sleet falling on the wires would 
mot freeze there and bring the wires 
down through the extra weight of the 
clinging ice. 

The reports also showed that rain was 
general throughout the southeast and 
clear and warmer in the west. A high 
barometer in the northeast on the At- 
lantie coast and a relative “low” in 
Fiorlda were responsible for the unsettled 
weather which will contimie until these 
barometric conditions changes. 

The weather today is likely to be un- 
settled and include rain. 

Yesterday Atlanta was prcsent- 
ed with another raw and gusty arrange- 
ment of weather that sent the chilliest 
kind of northeast winds, quite the most 
bitter kind that blow this way, hurry- 
ing through the warmest of garments. 
The humidity was very high, and al- 
though the temperatures, according to 
the thermometer at the weather bureau, 
were very near the normal, most Atlan- 
tans suffered far more than when the 
temperatures are much lower. 

It was a return to just those condi- 
tions which make of pneumonia, grip 
and hard colds very near, neighbors and 
only the most careful precautions to 
prevert their calling at one’s home and 
claiming one or more victims of ais- 
ease at the same time. It was the kind 
of weather thit is pariicularly Fard ou 
all those having throat trouble and rheu- 
matism. 

The reasons for this, according to sev- 
eral physicians, was the high humidity 
and the northeast winds which are so 
penetrating. Because of the wind that 
came in gusts, all of the impurities that 
are deposited on pavements and streets 
and bearing germs of all kinds, were 
hurled into the air and breafMed by pe- 
destrians and those whose duties car- 
ried them into the open air. The pene- 
trating winds chilled the body and oc- 
casioned colds which settled in whatever 
organ was the weakest, and in this way 
injury was done that few realized. 

Such weather as that of yesterday 
made it an easy matter for those who 
were already suffering from severe colds 
to contract pneumonia and other serious 
diseases. Physicians state that there 
are very many cases of grip in the city, 
caused by the raw cold and excessive 
moisture. 


Happily, very many of the cases of 


‘grip this year are mild and while pneu- 


monia has been exceptionally fatal, grip 
has not resulted in the serious compli- 
cations of some previous years. Many 
‘have complained of aching ankles, legs 
and joints which felt uncomfortable. 
This kind of trouble has been occasion- 
ed by the dampness. 

According to the forecast the weather 
today is Hkely to be iittle improvement 
on that of yesterday. With the damp- 
ness and rain promised, physicians again 
emphasize the need of exercising par- 
ticular care in keeping the body and 
chest warm and the feet dry. It must 
be more or less comforting for those 
who from necessity still have to strug- 
gle with coal scuttles and open grates 
that tnose who live in steam heated 
homes have had more than their share 


“of colds ,according ot some physicians, 


on account of their homes being over- 
heated. In this way the people Hving 
im steam heated homes are made more 
susceptible to sudden changes when it 
ig cold and blustery outside.

STATEHOOD BILL. 
EASILY CARRIE 


Upposition Was txhausted in 
Wednesday's Fight 


Though All Hope of Defeating the 
Measure Creating Two States 
Had Gone, Thirty-three 
Insurgents Died on the 
Breastworks. 


Washington, January 25.—The house 
passed the statehood bill according to 
schedule today. The republican oppo- 
sition to the measure spent its entire 
force yesterday and no effort was made 
to defeat the bill on its final passage, 
but 35 of the “‘insurgents’’ voting against 
The bill passed by the vote 


of 194 to 150. 

The debate which preceded this vote 
began at | lo’clock and was practically 
featureless so far as any hope was en- 
tertained of changing the measure in the 
slightest degree. The advocates of the 
measure placed in the record through 
the medium of several speeches, the ar- 
guments upon which the joint statehood 
is founded. 

Likewise the opponents of joining Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, which embraced 
the entire opposition to the bill produced 
their reasons for the record. Several of 
the “‘insurgents’’ made plain the ground 
for their opposition. 

The bill as passed provides that Okla- 
homa and the Indian Territory shall con- 
stitute one state under the name ‘'Okla- 
homa,’’ ang that Arizona and New Mexi- 
co shall consMyute one state under the 
name, “Arizona.’’ Should the terms of 
admission be ratified by the residents 
of the territories in question their 
sepctive state constftutions must con- 
tain clauses prohibiting the sale of in- 
toxicating Mquors and plural marriages. 

The constitution of Arizona must pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor to Indians for- 
ever, and that of Oaklahoma tf 21 
years. 

There are many other stipulations gov- 
erning schools, courts and political sub- 
divisions of the proposed new states. Lit- 
tle interest was manifested in the day’s 
proceedings, aside from the actual vote 
on the bill.

CHINESE LEFT THE GALLERY 


When Tillman’s Resolution Failed 
of Immedfate Consideration. 
Washington, January 25.—Senator Till- 
man introduced a resolution today direct- 
ing the commlitee on immigration to in- 
vestigate charges of unfair treatment. of 
Chinese aliens, traveling in the United 
States, by officers of the immigration ser- 
vice.

When the resolution was offered a num- 
ber of visiting Chinese, under the escort 
of attaches of the Chinese legation, were 
in the diplomatic gallery. They departed 
the moment a request for immediate con- 
sideration of the resolution wes denied. 


Hog Growers In Panic. 


Beigrade, Servia, January 25.—A panic 
among the hog growers of Servia was 
promptly followed by the closure of the 
Austro-Hungery to the importation of 
Servian live stock. The exporters. not 
expecting such a step, had great numbers 
of hogs ready for the Austrian market. 
which they were forced to slaughter und 
dispose of in the local market at great 
joss.

Says He Will Go to Jail Be- 
fore Testifying

Cleveland, January 25.—Frank Recke- 
feller refused to appear before Attorney 
General Hadley and testify today in the 
hearing in connection with the action of 
the state of ‘Missouri against the Stan- 


dard Oil Company. 

A deputy sheriff served the subpena 
on Mr. Rockefeller last night. This morn- 
ing the deputy sheriff reported that Mr. 
Rockefeller had said: 

“T will not appear; I can’t appear, and 
there is no use talking about it. They, 
may send me to jail if they want to.” 

No service was obtained on John Tea- 
gle, W. E. Judd, W. F. Lowe or W. P. 
McKee. Lowe is of the Navarre Oil Com- 
pany and Judd and McKee of the Re- 
public Oil Company. 

Former Accountant on Stand. 

The taking of depositions of Clevée- 
land independent oi] men in the case of 
the state of Missouri against the Standard 
Oil Company was begun before Notary 
Frank W, Schwintner here today. Attor- 
ney General Hadley, of Missouri, was 
present to conduct the examination. Louls 
H. Turrell, of Delsart, Mass., a former 
accountant of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany in St. Joseph, Mo., and other cities, 
was the first witness. 

Mr. Turrell testified to facts concern- 
ing the formation of the Republic Oil 
Company, of Cleveland, which Mr. Had- 
ley holds to be a Standard Ojl concern. 
Turrel] stated that in !I901, while in 
Si: Joseph, he was called to the Standard 
Oil Company’s offices in New York and 
wag asked to become a director and 
stockholder in a new oil company which 
afterwards proved to be the Republic 
Oil Company. Hs stated that he was in- 
duced to sign articles of incorporation as 
F. A. Turell, instead of Louis H. Turrell, 
and was asked to say nothing about 
being a Standard Oil employee. 

Mr, Turrejl then gave a complete his- 
tory of al] the transactions in the or- 
ganization of the Republic company. 

He stated he subscribed to 300 shares 
of stock, for which he did not pay a cent, 
and that he was made secretary and 
treasurer and a director of the com- 
pany and was given oharge of the ac 
counting system in the Cleveland field. 
He testified as to meetings of the direc- 
tors of the Republic company at the 
Standard company’s offices at 26 Broad- 
way, New York, on several occasions, 
and said that everything done was on 
suggestion and order of H. M. Tilford, 
one of the executive heads of the Stan- 
dard company. 

, Saw Deal Completed. 

He was present, he said, at the final 
settlement for the property of Scofield, 
Shurmer % Teagle, which was later 
transferred to the Republic Oil] Com- 
pany. He stated that the settlement for 
the 
erty took place in the office of Virgil 
H. Kline, a Standard Oil attorney in 
Cleveland, and that the firm of Scofield, 
Schurmer & Teagle received in payment 
a check and notes signed by the offi- 
cials of the Republic Oil Company. The 
witness said he signed the check and 
notes in his cupacity as secretary and 
treasurer. : 

Mr. Turrell said he was instructed not 
to use any of the forms of the Standard 
Oil Company in his accounting system, 
sv that it would not become known that 
the Standard had anything to go with the 
Republic company He further testified 
that all his communications were direct. 
ed to 75 New street, New York, which 
was the back entrance to the Standard 
building at 26 Broadway. 


Held No Certificate. 


Testifying further Mr. Turrell said that 
he was never given a certificate of the 
300 shares of stock in the Republic Oil 
Company to which he subscribed, that 
after he subscribed for it at 26 Broad- 
Way it was retained by the Standard Oj] 
Company and that later he received a let- 
ter asking to cancel the certificate. 

This letter was offered in evidence. It 
was from C. T. Nichols, president of the 
Republic company. The Republic com- 
pany, Mr. Turrel!l said, went after the 
independent trade as best they could. 
Their general policy was to go after only 
high grade oi) trade so ag not to inter- 
fere with the regular trade of the Stan- 
dard Oi] Company, also to go after what 
was called @ dissatisfied trade which the 
witness described as various smal] deal- 
ers who refused to deal with the Standard 
company because it was reputed to be a 
monopoly. The witness declared that he 
was instructed to do all he could to cre- 
ate the impression that the Republic 
company was an independent company 
and to deny all reports that it was con- 
trolled by the Standard. 

“The reports were true, however,” seiq 
Mr; Turrell, ‘‘as everybody in our office 
knew and letters were sent out to deal- 
ers in an effort to hide the truth. The 
Republic Oil Company obtained its oil 
while I was with the concern largely 
from the Standard company.’’

An Exposition Mass Meeting. 

The Dlan to hold a monster mass 
meeting in February in the interests 
of the exposition of 1910 is highly com- 
mendable from whatever standpoint 
regarded. The details concerning the 
exact time and place of this gathering 
have not as yet been decided, the 
committee deeming it best to hold 
these features open for further advise- 
ment and settlement at a second 
meeting to be called in a few days. 

Sufficient progress has already been 
made to demonstrate that the expo- 
Sition idea has taken a firm hold on 
the heart and mind of Atlanta. The 
men of. the city 
have expressed themselves in warm 
terms of commendation and they are 
now freely contributing their time 
and brain to the exacting task of pre- 
liminary canvassing. So that it may 
be said without exaggeration that the 
men who sway financial and indus- 
trial sentiment in this city have ar- 
rayed themselves in solid formation 
back of this vital project. 

But the exposition, to realize its 
essential mission and to appeal with 
irresistible force to the people of 
other southern states and cities, must 
have the unanimous and enthusiastic 
indorsement of the entire population 
of Atlanta. We cannot go to the peo- 
ple of Georgia, or Alabama, or -Texas, 
or any other of the states upon which 
we are depending for cooperatién, un- 
til the voice of our own population 
has spoken in emphatic and unmis- 
takable tones. Since this great dis- 
play is to go down in history bearing 
the name of Atlanta, it is incumbent 
upon every Man, woman and child in 


| Atlanta to take a personal interest in 


its inauguration and its proper devel- 
opment; and to manifest that inter- 
est with an approval in the form of 
contributions to the extent of their 
ability. 

That will be the basic object of the 
mass meeting proposed for. next 
month. It is probable that the can- 
vassing now proceeding will, by that 
time, have so advanced as to permit 
of tentative announcements regarding 
the status, of the guarantee fund. 
From pregent intimations, these re- 
ports will-be of such inspiring nature 
as to give a material impetus to the 
purposes of the mass meeting. They 
cannot well fail of this result, when 
the residents of Atlanta are confront- 
ed with the generous and public. 
spirited manner in which the large 
and small commercial interests of 
this territory are meeting the oppor- 
tunities of the situation. 

It is essential that the. men who 
have been giving time to a systematic 
and painstaking study of the possibil- 
ities to accrue from the exposition, 
the scope it should take and the most 
approved methods of procedure, 
Should spread before the citizens the 
full fruits of their labor. The axiom 
that the contact of many minds 
brings wisdom is distinctly applicable 
in an instance involving so intimately 
the welfare and future of the entire 
city. The people of Atlanta are nota- 
bly progressive. Experience proves 
that they are quick to grasp and ma- 
terialize ideas that make for the ad- 
vancement and the prestige of their 
community. How much more sponta 
neous and practical should be their 
enthusiasm when the designs submit- 
ted for their approval comprehend 
the benefit of the whole south; when 
they are shown the dignity and im- 
portance of the role Atlanta maintains 
toward the south by reason of this 
great industrial exposition! 

Let us have the mass meeting, by 
all means. And let it be so arranged 
that Atlantans of all classes will have 
ample representation at the delibera- 
tions which will, in all likelihood, 
mark an epoch in the history of th>2 
city and the south. 


The Hepburn Bill. 

The democratic members of the 
house interstate. commerce commit- 
tee are to be congratulated upon the 
important part they have played in 
advancing rate legislation. 

By joining with the republicans in 
a unanimous’ report of the best bill 
they could hope to get, they have 
not only demonstrated their willing- 
ness to divorce the great rate ques- 
tion from partisan politics, which is 
eminently proper and patriotic, but 
they have added immeasurably to the 
influence the house bill must have 
when it gets to the senate. 

The amended Hepburn bill, which 
goes to the house with unanimous 
support of the committee, contains a 
clear-cut provision giving to the inter- 
state commerce commission that ex. 
tension of power which the democrats 
have for years been advocating. It 
may not in all respects cover all the 
provisions which may well be enacted 
into law, but it does cover the rate 
question in a clear-cut way that must 
have weight with the senate when 
that body reaches the point of consid- 
eration of rate legislation. 

What the people want is, primarily, 
that in any case where the rate of tha 
carrier is found by the commission to 
be unjust and unreasonable, the com- 
shall be clothed with power to deter- 
mine what is the just and reasonable 
rate, and that this commission rate 
shall become effective upon its pro- 
mulgation. 

That the railroads cannot be de- 
prived of the right of going to the 
courts for protection against a com- 
mission rate that is unlawful or con- 
fiscatory is self-evident. They have 
the same right to protection by the 
courts that other property is given, 
and the people would not deprive 
them of that right if they could. 

But they insist upon the commis- 
sion being clothed with adequate pow- 
ers to make its findings effective. 
As the Hepburn bill has been amend- 
ed at the instance of the democratic 
members of the committee, it fur- 


nishes one method of attaining this 


af 


result. Perhaps the senate may find 
another method, but the Hepburn bill 
has been given great strength by 
democratic support. 

‘What the people want, and are in- 
sisting upon, is results; as we see it, 
the democratic members of the house 
committee have contributed distinctly 
to the end desired.

In Santo Domingo. 

Just what is the best way out of 
the Santo Domingo mess, into which 
this government has gotten, it is dif- 
ficult to say. That we are in it, how- 
ever, even Senator Spooner and his 
republican colleagues must acknowl- 
edge, now they have been brought 
face to face with the president’s own 
words by Senator Culberson. 

It cannot beclaimed in his defense 
that President Roosevelt was guilty 
of looseness of language in his Chau- 
tauqua address in which he made the 
definite and specific statement~* that 
“we,” meaning the United State® ate 
now: collecting the revenues at the 
various customs houses in the Domin- 
ican republic. That was no off-hand 
speech. It was a carefully prepared 
and elaborate statement of our for- 
eign policies, and coming from the 
president himself it is certainly con» 
petent evidence against the claim 
now advanced that the United States 
is in no sense in Santo Domingo. 

This “defense,” so ably made by 
Senator Spooner, is pretty thoroughly 
demolished by the evidence of the 
president’s own words. It is the de- 
fense of a clever lawycr whose g¢lient 
has talked too much. Perhaps it 
smacks too strongly of that fine- 
hairedness of argument upon which 
President Roosevelt’s advisers sought 
to defend the “constructive. recess” 
proposition to be altogether convinc- 
ing. Has Senator Spooner been clos- 
eted with Mr. Elihu Root recently? 
Mr. Root will be recalled as the con- 
structor of the recess argument, and 
this seems to be a piece off the same 
cloth. 

Would it not be better for his case 
if the defenders of President Roose- 
velt would acknowledge he went a lit- 
tle too far in seeking to put the pro- 
visions of the pending treaty into ef- 
fect, but that the exigencies of the 
occasion were such that this step was 
necessary? The less said in defense 
of his assumed right to put into ef- 
fect the provisions of the treaty, 
pending delay caused by the senate’s 
non-action, the better. 

The problem facing the senate is in 
many respects a difficult one. The 
fear that back of the administratioa 
policy there is a purpose of annexing 
that island with its two turbulent re- 
publics is calculated to cause sena- 
tors to do a lot of tall thinking. The 
United States may owe it to itself to 
aid those republics in any sincere 
efforts to get on their feet financially, 
but we need neither the island nor its 
black and mongrel population. 

We trust some way will be found 
out of the present complications 
which will in no manner commit this 
government to either a protectorate 
over Santo Domingo or annexation of 
the black republic.

(From The Macon Telegraph.) 
R. WATSON is not displeased 
With the conduct of The Tele- 
graph because it printed a negro 
editor’s refmarks about him in 1904. 
(which remarks were printed for a legiti? 
mate purpose expressed then, and again 
yesterday, and condemned on both oc- 
Casions as being “contemptible’’), -but be- 
cause The Telegraph has been a consis- 
tent democratic paper, alwaysS condemn- 
ing his efforts to destroy the democratic 
party, and always contributing to the 
frustration of his plans, In this there has 
been no personal animosity against the | 
man, but a vigorous opposition to his 
politics.

Watson’s Shrewd Plan. 

This forcefully develops in a few words 
Watson's designs in wanting to disfran- 
chise the. negroes, to-wit: in order to 
Split the white vote so that the “or- 
ganized democracy cannot be maintained 
by the white vote’’"—so that the populists 
will defeat and destroy the democratic 
party. : 

But, mind you, note the frantic opposite 
view being pressed by Mr. Watson’s 
democratic associates in Georgia this 
year. “‘The cry that we are in danger of 
‘the nigger’ is the most hypocritical that 
unscrupulous leadership could invent.”

Why are 
professed democratic newspapers help- 
ing him? ‘What is in the bush? 

And on September 18, 1904: 

Chere is’ Observable now to .those 
who can remember a little poltical 
history a condition very similar to 
that which existed just prior to the 
Outbreak of populism. 

The Journal’s Flop. 

The Atlanta Evening News, The Au- 
gusta Evening Herald, The Augusta 
Evening Tribune and several other Geor- 
Zia papers had been valiantly defending 
Watson from the ‘‘attacks” of The Tele- 
graph and The Augusta Chronicle, And 
they were covering Watson over with ef- 
fulgent flattery. 

The Atlanta Journal, which had been 
conspicuous in the fight for the nomi- 
nation of Parker, along with The Tele- 
graph and The Augusta Chronicle, got 
cold feet about this time. Its files are 
not before us, but its queer conduct in 
the face of the enemy provoked the fol]- 
lowing from The Telegraph of September
